‘SATAN WAS 



FAMILY MEMBERS, 
AUTHORITIES SEEK ANSWERS 
AFTER 5 FOUND DEAD

LONG BEACH, Calif. Family members and friends in search of 
answers and solace descended Monday on a homeless encamp- 
ment where five people were shot to death over the weekend, 
and police hoped an anonymous caller would come forward 
and say more. 

“There is still a demon out there killing innocent people,” 
said Don Morgan, 58, who said he was friends with the victims 
but wasn’t homeless himself “Satan was here that day” 

The bodies of three men and two women were found Sunday 
in the camp, which is between commercial buildings and the 
405 Freeway and appears to be accessible only by way of a 
drainage channel. 

Authorities have not released the names of the victims or 
provided a motive for the slayings. 

Ilager McMoore, 42, said his niece, Vanessa Malaepule, was 
one of the victims. He said police told him the woman was 
found under the body of her boyfriend, as though he tried to 
shield her during the shooting. 

McMoore said Malaepule was not homeless but liked to 
hang out at the encampment. 

“She was a real beautiful girl,” McMoore said. “She would 
talk to anyone, always got that pretty laugh.” 


Several tent poles surrounded a length of old carpet in the 
camp. A shrine for one of the victims featured a picture of a 
woman placed atop yellow flowers and surrounded by lit can- 
dles. 

Police found the bodies after a man called anonymously 
from a payphone about 8:30 a.m. Sunday and directed them 
to the scene. 

“We’re still trying to find out who that person was, we would 
love for them to come forward,” Deputy Police Chief Robert 
Luna said. “We believe they have more information than what 
they gave us.” 

Every day thousands of people drive by the scene near the 
intersection of the 405 and 710 freeways, but the encampment 
is hidden by heavy brush and the crime had no apparent eye- 
witnesses. 

“The way they were situated, it was perfect in that no one 
can find the crime scene or see it,” Luna said. 

Some neighbors reported hearing gunfire and yelling at 
about 12:15 Sunday 

“I heard the gunshots first, and then I heard the scream- 
ing,” neighbor Tippi Briggs told KNBC-TV “I heard a guy yell 
‘Come on, let’s go, get in the car, let’s go’ and then I heard the 
car, it just sped down the street.”

Ladies lead 
in bacteria, 
hands down

WASHINGTON Wash your 
hands, folks, especially you 
ladies. 

A new study found that 
women have a greater vari- 
ety of bacteria on their 
hands than men do. 

And everybody has more 
types of bacteria than the 
researchers expected to 
find. 

“The sheer number of 
bacteria species detect- 
ed on the hands of the 
study participants was a 
big surprise, and so was 
the greater diversity of 
bacteria we found on the 
hands of women,” said lead 
researcher Noah Fierer, 


STUDY DETAILS 

The researchers took 
samples from the 
palms of 51 college 
students-that’s 102 
hands-and tested 
the samples using a 
new, highly detailed 
system for detecting 
bacteria DNA. 

They identified 
4,742 species of 
bacteria overall, only 
5 of which were on 
every hand, they 
report on Monday’s 
online edition of 
Proceedings of the 
National Academy of 
Sciences. 

The average hand 
harbored 150 species 
of bacteria, ap 


an assistant professor in 
Colorado’s department of 
ecology and evolutionary biology 
The researchers aren’t sure why women harbored a 
greater variety of bacteria than men, but Fierer sug- 
gested it may have to so with the acidity of the skin. 
Co-author Rob Knight said men generally have more 


acidic skin than women. 


Women also may have more bacteria living under 
the surface of the skin where they are not accessible 
to washing, Knight added. 

Asked if guys should worry about holding hands with 
girls, Knight said: “I guess it depends on which girl.” 

He stressed that “the vast majority of the bacteria we 
have on our body are either harmless or beneficial . . . the 
pathogens are a small minority”

Riders: Pink is 
the new problem 

There are eight shades of the rainbow represented on the “E’ system, 
but lately, one color is emerging as a source of commuter crankiness. 
Want some hints? 

It’s the color of a famous cartoon panther. 

It contains the name of a punky singer who warbled “Stupid Girls,” 
It’s a hue the fictional EUe Woods would love. 

This week’s transit target is the Pink Line, the subject of the 
following commuter questions and complaints: 

Rush crush 

Several riders have written to tell me they like the CTA’s latest 
line, but things have become a bit crammed since its introduction 
two years ago. To date, the Pink Line has run only four-car trains, with 
exceptions for special events, according to CTA spokeswoman Wanda 
Taylor, Those filling the “GP” in-box want to see more cars. Now 
Alitde patience. Pink peeps. Change could be coming down 
the track, Currendy the agency is reviewing Pink service levels, 
specifically during evening rush, Taylor said. 

Close the door behind you 

“Going Public” received word from a Pink Line rider that on two 
separate occasions last month train operators left the door between 
passengers and the operator partially open. The rider, who said he 
reported both incidents to CTA customer service, wrote that he felt 
the need to speak up because of post-Sept, ii security concerns. 
Indeed, CTA policy and security dictates that the cab door remain 
closed and locked at all times during operation, Taylor said. She said 
the CTA was aware of the complaints. The agency investigated and 
disciplined one employee involved in an incident, Taylor told me. 

Lay off the line-jumping 

Some folks at the Pink Line’s Cicero stop are breaking an elemen- 
tary-school rule by cutting the line at turnstiles, according to a 
Berwyn rider, 

Lisa Vilanova said that in recent months, she has seen people take 
advantage of crowded conditions at station turnstiles to sneak in for 
free. 

The line-jumpers then cause the paying rider— who just paid his 
or her fare but didn’t yet go through the turnstile— to have to wait 
approximately 12 minutes before they can retouch for a 25-cent 
transfer, or be forced to pay a full fare, “This has been going on for 
awhile now,” Vilanova, 47, explained during a phone call to “Going 
Public,” “%u’re left standing there like Mickey the Mope while 
people steal service,” 

The CTA was unaware of these activities, according to Taylor, 
who added: “appropriate personnel has been notified of this 
complaint and the situation will be monitored,” 

Excellent. “Going Public” can’t stand violators of the immutable 
law: no cuts, no butts, no coconuts.

How the Electoral College works 


Although often referred to as a national election, the presidential race actually consists of 50 state contests, 
plus the District of Columbia, to determine the next occupant of the White House. Each state is alloted a number of electors 
equal to its congressional delegation. For example, Illinois has two U.S. senators plus 19 U.S. House members, and thus 21 
electors. The District of Columbia has no voting representative in Congress but has three electoral college votes.

... the candidate who wins a majority of electoral votes, or at 
least 270 out of a possible 538. Winning the popular vote does 
not ensure winning the electoral vote or the election.

Support of young voters 
could sway election

There’s always talk about the impact young voters 
could have in choosing the next president. But this 
truly could be a breakout year for them. 

Among the factors: overwhelming support for 
Barack Obama among i8- to 29 -year-olds and a sea- 
soned get-out-the-vote effort that has seen young 
voter participation steadily rising since 2000, 
Show up big this time— and they could put 
Obama over the top, A lesser youth showing, how- 
ever, would likely benefit McCain, 

“So turnout suddenly becomes a pretty big 
ingredient,” says Peter Levine, director of Tufts 
University’s Center for Information and Research 
on Civic Learning and Engagement, otherwise 
known as CIRCLE, 

That’s especially true in key swing states, such as 
Elorida, North Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, In North Carolina, for instance, the most 
recent tally available shows 579,858 new registrants 
who are eligible to vote this year. Many of them 
twentysomethings, they represent about 9 percent 
of the state’s registered voters and could be a differ- 
ence-maker in a close race, particularly if they sup- 
port one candidate more heavily than another. 

The huge influx of new voters is part of a larger 
national trend. 

Rock the Vote, which focuses on young voters, 
has registered more than 2,3 million voters this 
year, compared with more than 1,4 million voters 
in 2004, already a standout year for youth turnout. 
In that election, about 47 percent of 18- to 24-year- 
olds voted, up from 36 percent in 2000, according 
to the Census Bureau, No other age group increased 
its turnout by more than 5 percentage points.

And some political scientists expect those num- 
bers to be topped yet again, especially since young 
voters have been a long-standing centerpiece of 
Obama’s campaign. 

Besides college students, his supporters include 
people like Elvis Garcia, a 19-year-old Chicagoan who 
recendy completed a training and education program 
called Jobs Eor %uth and is looking for employ- 
ment— and a change in the country’s leadership, 

“I want this time to be different,” says Garcia, 
who has many peers who also plan to vote. 


They may be considered unlikely voters by some. 
But political scientist MoUy Andolina expects many 
of them will make it to the polls Tuesday 
“This cohort has shown a lot of resilience,” says 
Andolina, a professor at DePaul University who 
studies young-voter habits, “Prior to Obama’s win 
in Iowa— when it was known that he was popular 
among youth— pundits declared that they’d never 
make it out, in the cold of January, when college and 
universities were still on break, to spend an hour or 
more caucusing ,„But they did. And he won,”

Even with nearly a quarter 
of the vote already cast 
before the polls open on 
Tuesday city and suburban 
election officials braced 
for some of the longest 
voting lines in history and 
expected an onslaught of 
more than 3 million to 
show up at polling places. 

“People are extremely 
excited about this election and it is a wonderful 
thing to see,” said Michelle Shafer of Sequoia 
Voting Systems. “It is going to be an unprecedented 
volume with a million moving parts in which even 
the smallest thing can go wrong.” 

This election marks the biggest test yet of 
electronic voting in Chicago and the collar 
counties, and the first time early voting has been 
used here in a general presidential election. More 
than 779,000 cast ballots in early voting that will 
not be counted until the polls close Tuesday 
In both suburban Cook County and the city 
of Chicago, the technological path of a ballot has 
undergone an metamorphosis in recent years. 

In both jurisdictions, voters have a choice 
between filing a paper ballot and using a 
computer touch screen. Voting officials predict 
the long lines will prompt even more voters to 
opt for paper ballots Tuesday, since it can be 
accomplished more quickly tribune 


Your vote, counted 

HERE’S HOW VOTES ARE COUNTED 
IN CHICAGO AND COOK COUNTY. 

1) Voters fill out the paper ballot and insert 
it into an electronic machine that registers 
the vote. The vote totals are recorded on 
an electronic cartridge. The touch-screen 
votes are recorded onto a portable computer 
memory recorder. Paper backups and logs also 
are generated. 

2) After the polls have closed and all the votes 
have been cast, the election judges remove the 
cartridges and storage devices from the voting 
machines and place them into a transmitting 
device. The device sends the vote totals to 
elections headquarters. 

3) At elections headquarters, computers 
receive vote totals from precinct polling places 
and automatically combine them with the early 
votes cast by voters from those precincts. 

4) The vote count is published by precinct.

The Grant Park election night rally for Democratic 
presidential candidate Barack Obama will be held in two 
sections of the park— a southern portion 
on the softball diamonds at Hutchinson 
Field for some 70,000 ticketed guests of 
the campaign and a slightly smaller non- 
ticketed event farther north near the 
Petrillo Music Shell in Butler Field. 

Security precautions and logistics have 
steadily whittled away the size of the 
crowd expected at the event. Where the 
gathering once seemed likely to swell on 
favorably warm weather and high hopes 
for a hometown candidate, public 
safety officials doused expectations by 
restricting which parts of the park will 
be open and saying they would turn 
people away if the crowd was too big 
and unruly 

Still, Tuesday night’s rally promises 


to lure a crowd of 100,000 or more, and they will have 
a standing-room-only chance at witnessing history 
Those who were able to get tickets will pass through 
heightened security but have a chance to buy pizza 
and hot chocolate steps away from the stage where 
Obama will declare victory or concede defeat. For 
those without tickets, at least one Jumbotron and extra 
speakers will bring the event to Butler Field. 

To get the throngs in and out, public transit agencies 
will run extra trains and buses. Though street parking 
will be banned over 2.5 square miles of downtown 
Chicago, extra parking areas will be carved out for 
visitors along CTA train routes, and parking garages 
downtown will remain open. 

Officials urged people to travel light, to take public 
transportation, and to expect security snarls. 

There will be only one entry point for both 
parties in the park— at East Congress Parkway and 
Michigan Avenue, said Chicago Office of Emergency 
Management and Communication Director Raymond 
Orozco. Entry into Hutchinson and Butler Fields 
will begin at 8:30 p.m. 

If the park fills up beyond 
a safe capacity, people will 
be turned away, Orozco said, 
although he declined to say 
how many people would be 
too many 

“We don’t want to give 
people coming down with false 
expectations,” Orozco said. It 
wouldn’t be like the Fourth of 
July or the Air & Water Show. 
“This is an unprecedented 
event,” he said. 

And that, officials have said, 
is exactly why they anticipate so 
many people will try to come.

relatives 

Actress Jennifer Hudson bid farewell to three 
slain relatives Monday in an emotional, three- 
hour funeral that included rousing gospel 
performances by her former ‘American Idol” 
competitors. 

The day began with the estimated 2,500 
mourners in attendance filing past the open 
caskets of her mother Darnell Donerson, 
her brother Jason Hudson and her nephew 
Julian King. Shortly before the funeral 
service commenced at Apostolic Church of 
God, Jennifer Hudson rose from her second- 
row pew and spent a few moments with each 
family member, attendees said. 

She went first to Julian, 7, who was dressed 
in white to match his casket. 

She then moved to her mother, the matriarch 
who encouraged her to try out for ‘American 
Idol” and wouldn’t leave her Englewood home 
despite her younger daughter’s fame. The 
actress lingered at her mother’s light pink 
casket and gently touched Donerson before 
leaning down to kiss her goodbye. 

Hudson paused at her brother’s blue 
casket before returning to her seat, where 
she joined her fiance, reality TV star David 
“Punk” Otunga, and her sister Julia. Hudson’s 
composure amid the heartbreaking goodbye 
became the day’s defining moment for many 
mourners. 

Donerson, 57, and Jason Hudson, 29, were 
shot and killed inside the family’s Englewood 
home Oct. 24. Julian, a 2nd grader who had the 
day off, was taken from the house and killed.

No one has been charged, but authorities 
are calling Julia’s estranged husband, William 
Balfour, a person of interest. Balfour, who 
served time for attempted murder, remains 
in prison after having his parole revoked.

LONDON It’s a bona fide scandal. 

Britain’s Latin and Greek 
aficionados are outraged at a decision 
by some local councils to veto the use of 
Latin words and phrases — including bona 
fide, ad lib, et cetera and e.g.— in official 
documents. 

The councils say Latin is no longer 
widely understood. But classicists say 
axing Latin phrases is an attack on the 
foundations of English— the linguistic 


equivalent of “ethnic cleansing.” 

“Think of the number of words from 
Latin that are now part of the English 
language: alias, alibi, exit, terminus,” said 
Peter Jones, a retired professor of classics 
at the University of Newcastle and founder 
of Eriends of Classics, ‘^re they going to 
cut out those words?” 

The council in Bournemouth, a town 
of 170,000 on England’s south coast, 
has a “plain language” policy that lists 19 


Latin words and phrases to be avoided, 
and suggests replacements. The council 
recommends “improvised” instead of ad 
hoc, and “genuine” for bona fide. 

But Latin’s backers say thousands of 
common English words have Latin roots, 
and argue the replacement phrases can be 
even more difficult to understand. To some 
ears “existing condition” is less harmonious 
than “status quo,” and “the other way 
round” less snappy than “vice versa.”

Pistons ship All-Star Billups for Iverson 

Tlie Detroit Pistons sliook the NBA in a big way Monday— landing 
former MVP Allen Iverson from the Denver Nuggets. 

The Pistons gave up All-Star point guard and former NBA Finals 
MVP Chauncey Billups, reserve Antonio McDyess and Cheikh Samb. 

“We just felt it was the right time to change our team,” Pistons 
President of Basketball Operations Joe Dumars told The Associated 
Press. “Iverson gives us a dimension that we haven’t had here, and we 
really think it’s going to help us.” 

Iverson is in the final year of his contract, making $20.8 million 
this season. He could debut with the Pistons on Wednesday night in 
Toronto. “He was very excited about the trade,” Iverson’s agent, Leon 
Rose, told the AP. 

Iverson brings considerable star power to Detroit. The 20th-leading 
scorer in NBA history was the league MVP in 2001— four years after 
being the Rookie of the Tear— and is a nine-time All-Star. He has 
averaged nearly 28 points for his career and has led the NBA in steals 
three times, tying a league record. 


A.I. HIT LIST 

He has cleaned up his act in recent years, 
but Allen Iverson used to be a magnet for 
controversy. Here are some of his run-ins. 
1997 : Iverson is arrested on charges 
of carrying a concealed weapon and 
possession of marijuana. He pleaded 
no contest and was sentenced to 
community service. 

2000 : His rap CD, “Misunderstood,” is 
shelved after it is criticized for some 
violent and homophobic lyrics. 

2004 : Iverson is suspended for the 
Olympic team’s first exhibition after 
showing up late for the game. 

2007 : He’s fined $25,000 by the NBA for 
remarks about referee Steve Javie after 
he was ejected from a game. “It’s been 
something personal with me and him 
since I got in the league,” Iverson said.

Out of the 
Dark Ages 


Q-Tip returns with ‘Renaissance’ 


The last time Q-Tip put out 
an album, he was kick-start- 
ing a solo career after the dis- 
bandment of A Tribe Called 
Quest. That was nine years 
ago, an eternity in hip-hop, 
and his record-industry jour- 
ney since has been downright 
purgatorial. An unreceptive 
label shelved his intended 
follow-up; subsequent efforts 
met with a similar fate. Small 
wonder this rapper and pro- 
ducer feels as if he’s emerging from the 
Dark Ages. 

But if “The Renaissance” signals a 
revival, it also sticks to an established 
script. Its sound, an upbeat amalgam of 
jazz-infiected funk, will ring familiar to any 
Q-Tip fan, or even to the average hip-hop 
nostalgist. A few of the album’s tracks also 
can be found, with only slight variation, on 
“Open,” one of those unofficial releases. 


And of course there’s that 
voice— nasal, grainy, a little 
smart-alecky — still accentu- 
ating the positive. 

Q-Tip took a hands-on 
role as producer of “The 
Renaissance,” to the point 
that the music can over- 
shadow the rapping. (It’s 
fitting that he appears on 
the album’s cover with an 
MFC 2000XL sampler 
obscuring his face.) He has 
a taste for head-bobbing tempos and in- 
the-pocket bass lines, some lifted from 
vintage soul records. He elicits inventive 
work from musicians like the guitarist 
Kurt Rosenwinkel. And he makes decent 
use of his guest singers, including a clas- 
sically suave D’Angelo, an androgynous- 
sounding Raphael Saadiq, a sassy Amanda 
Diva and a coolly ethereal Norah Jones. 

Some of this works wickedly — “Believe,” 


the D’Angelo track, is a keeper, as is 
“Gettin’ Up,” a charismatic come-on— but 
there are just as many small missteps. A 
few tracks, notably “Man WomanBoogie,” 
generate interesting frictions but no pal- 
pable momentum; “Official” and “You” 
suffer from lackluster rhymes. 

And worse, “Dance on Glass” begins 
with this dispiriting couplet: “The people 
at the label say they want something to 
repeat/ But all my people really want some- 
thing for the streets.” Q-Tip doesn’t appear 
to realize how ridiculous that sounds. 

Perhaps tellingly, the standout track is 
“Move,” the only one created by an out- 
sider. It’s credited to J Dilla, the producer 
who died in 2006 and worked with Q- 
Tip on his long-ago solo debut. Here the 
resourcefully choppy use of a Jackson 5 
tune produces something deep, funky and 
layered. Rapping over it, Q-Tip sounds 
loose and unburdened, natechinen.newyork

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Better 
workouts 
through 
television?

For many people, the most important thing 
about time on the treadmill or elliptical is 
watching TV. 

That's why health clubs have gotten into 
show biz in the past 15 years. Although once 
upon a time a single TV in a gym would have 
been a luxury, now it's odd not to find several 
sets and frequently a bunch of machines with 
their own personal TVs, 

Gold's Gym recently introduced the idea 
of the “Cardio Cinema,” where movies play 
on a large screen in a darkened room set up 
like a theater, only with bikes, treadmills and 
ellipticals instead of cushy seats. Increasingly, 
gyms are offering equipment like Expresso 
Bikes, which have screens that riders can use 
to watch regular TV programming or take a 
virtual-reality ride through a choice of envi- 
ronments (including outer space). 

If that's what it takes to get the general 
population moving, Pete McCall, an exercise 
physiologist with the American Council on 
Exercise, is all for it, 

“The perception is exercise is work; it 
makes me sweat,” he said, “So if we have to 
use TVs as a puppy dog, it's a necessary evil,” 

Diane Whaley, a sports psychologist at the 
University of Virginia, says there are two goals 
for any exercise session: to be enjoyable and 
effective. And while getting engrossed in TV 
seems to help with the former, it can take 
away from the latter, 

“%u have to find out what will result in 
a good workout, not just going through the 
motions,” she said. 

Although Costas Karageorghis, a sports 
psychologist at Brunei University in London, 
firmly believes that distractions reduce pain 
during exercise, his groundbreaking investi- 
gations of the effect of visual stimulus have 
him worried that TV can be too great a diver- 
sion, 

“Watching TV while you exercise is such 
a distraction that it diminishes the quality 
of exercise. When you combine video with 
audio, it requires more from your brain,” he 
said. 


ONES TO WATCH 


However, Karageorghis has found that upbeat 
programming that requires little mental energy 
could have an “additive effect,” 

“The very best thing would be edited high- 
lights of athletes to inspiring music,” he said, 
offering as an example “I Feel Good” by James 
Brown coupled with carefully selected Olympic 
moments, 

“Highlights are better than a game because 


you get timeouts or injuries, and those aren't 
motivational,” 

The timeouts clearly didn't bother Gwydion 
Suilebhan, a 40 -year-old playwright who was 
burning up an elliptical at a Washington, DC,, 
gym called Results, the Gym, while watching 
the Clemson- Georgia Tech football game, 

“I just like to watch the action,” he said, add- 
ing that he got what he calls “the greatest work- 


out of my life” when the US, women's 
team won the World Cup. 

“I got on the elliptical partway throe 
match,” Suilebhan said, “It was the first 
game I'd ever watched on TV, and I woi 
get off the machine until the end. At a 
and 15 minutes, I should have been exh; 
but they were running around the field 
and I was cheering and going {on],” 


Although catching 
up on the news 
might seem like a 
handy way to stay 
informed during a 
workout, exercise 
psychologist 
Diane Whaley 
warns against 
programming that’s 
overly negative: 
“What if allot the 
stories are bad 
news?” 

If you build an 
association in your 
mind between 
depressing thoughts 
and running, 
getting back on that 
treadmill won’t be 
as appealing. For 
similar reasons, 
sports psychologist 
Costas Karageorghis 
advises against 
horror movies. 

So what are 
the best viewing 
options to get 
the most out of a 
workout? According 
to Karageorghis 
and Whaley, fitness/ 
TV buffs should 
choose mindless, 
fun programming 
that won’t drain too 
much brain power 
over plot-heavy 
shows that demand 
extra attention. Here 
are some ideas:
